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The above map shows the scene of Gen. Crook’s campaign against the Apachés. His base of supplies is at Guadaloupe Cafion, on the border of Arizona. Until yesterday he had 
not been heard from since May 5, when he was at Babispe in Sonora. The main body of his cavalry and his supply depot are stationed on the road from Babispe to Janos, twenty (Mexi- 
can) leagues from Janos. His intention manifestly was to drive the Apachés down the Sonora side of the Sierra Madre Mountains to the passes, and thence through into the State of 
Chihuahua, where the Mexican troops are waiting in strong force to give them a warm reception. The Sierra Madre range is the dividing line between Sonora and Chihuahua, the former 
being on the east and the latter on the west. Gen. Crook is now at the lower end of the Sierra Madres, and will not unlikely be next heard from on the Chihuahua side—at San Miguel 
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resolved to push across the line, make forced 
marches, cut off the redskins, and return before 
the two Governments could recover from their 
surprise or bave time to interpose any diplo- 
matic objections. The General then conferred 
with the Mexicans upon the feasibility of a joint 
campaign. The Mexicans met bim more than 
balf-way, and offered to enlist Yaqui!

This alone shows the courtesy and ro- 
spect offered to the American General, 
for never before have the Mexicans consented 
to enlist Indian aliies.

After the consultation be re- 
turned at once to Willcox, A. T., where in the 
meantime he bad been concentrating troops and 
supplies. 

COLLECTING THE TROOPS. 
Gen. Crook marched for Guadaloupe cafion 
from Willcox on the 23d of April. His command 
consisted of six companies of the Sixth Cavalry 
under Col. Biddle. The officersin command of 
companies are Lieuts. Chaffee, Wallace, Baird, 
Giass, Biobksom, and Dodd. 
Lieut. C. B. Gatewood is in command of the 
Indian scouts.

The objects of Crook’s movement are quite 
plain. By moving southward down the Sonora 
side of the Sierra Madres he will undoubtedly 
drive the Indians east into Chihuahua. This 
prevents a raid into Sonora and Southern Ari- 
zona. The point where his cavairy base now 
— will prevent stray bands getting over our 
ines.

A MOUNTAIN FIGHT. 
A MEXICAN VICTORY IN SONORA, 

The Indians evidently splitup after entering 
Mexico. May II the news reached Chibuabua 
that a band of twelve Indians attacked some 
citizens twenty-five miles west of Galeeji, on 
the Carmen road, killing one man and fatally 
wounding another. May 15 a band was seen 
passing along the west slope of the Sierra del 


Nido, two Mexicans were killed at or near Sau 


Lorenzo, andtwo more near San Buena Ven- 
tura. Meanwhile, in Sonora, Coit. Torres 
left Hermosillo on a trail which ied 
into the Montezuma district, in Northern Sonora. 
The engagement occurred April 25, near the 
Chihuahua line. Col. Garcia had 13 men. The 
Indians had two days’ notice of bis approach, 
and prepared for a desperate struggle, securing 
their position in the highest point of the mount- 
ains. After tbree hours of hard tighting the 
Indians were dislodged and put to flight, leav- 
ing eleven bucks dead, and many were observed 
to have been carried away wounded during the 
fight. Fire Mexicans were killed and nine 
wounded, two or three very seriously. A large 
amount of stock sto'en by the Indiaus on their 
last raid into Sonora was recaptured. It is 
thought that from 150 to 200 Indians were en- 
gaged. Several were shot on the highest peaks 
and came rolimg down the sides to the very feet 
of the troops. Garcia bad expected to surprise 
the Indians and capture their families, but the 
latter had been removed. 

Col. Torres says it was the most savage fight 
ever made with the Apachés. He says they re- 
treated to Northeastern Chihuahua. He thinks 
there is no doubt that the ranch was the long 
unknown strongboid of the Apachés. It is 20 
miles east of Sonora, and about the same dis- 
tance southeast from the Arizona border. He 
says that the trail of allemalil bands depredat- 
ing in Sonora and Arizona lead to this place. 
The Indians were armed with repeating rities. 
He has no doubt the Apaché trouble is ended in 
Sonora. troops have all returned to Guay- 
mas, in the Mocteza district, with the wounded 
and to replenish rations. The Hermo- 
sillo are jubilaat over the result. 


COMPLICATIONS. 
DIPLOMATIC INTERVENTION. ‘ 

It is definitly known that Crook did not re- 
ceive the consent of the Government of either 
Chihuahua or Sonora to invade Mexico. What- 
ever consent Crook may have obtained from 
Gen. Topela, commanding in Sonora, he was 
given distinctly te understand. and by Gen. 
Ramon Regiero, who commands the Federal 
forces in Chfhuahua, that his movements on 
Mexican soil would be in distinct violation of 
the treaty stipulation between the two coun- 
tries, aud would be at Crook’s risk alone. Gen. 
Terassas, the Governor of the State, was equally 
explicit on this point. There was, however, in 
all the conversations held a mental reserva- 
tion which Crook well understood. He knew 
from the tone of the speakers’ words that 
while as oOfficjails they held one view 
of the case, as Indian ters they 
held quite a diferent one. knew that bis 
presence would be weicome, that his move- 
ments would not be interfered with. Moreover, 
the military disposition of the forces of the 
Mexican commanders show that they are ac. 
quainted with Crook's general plan of cam- 
paignt, and are helping him to carry it out with 
the utmost skili and energy. It was explained

THE AGREEMENT. 
The agreement between this Government and 
Mexico was that the troops of either might cross 
border when in close pursuit of bostiles, and 
upon so crossing the senior American officer 
should command the combined forces of both 
nations when upon the territory of the United 
States, and the senior Mexican officer the com- 
bined forces whes upon Mexican soil. The 
crossiug was Only ta be allowed on the part of 
either, however, en in dot pursuit of an 
enemy. Application was made during the late 
trouble fora modifieation of the agreement, 
which practically would allow our forces to 
cross and enter upon a campaign, bt the Mexi- 
can Minister here declined to take any steps 
in the matter, saying it must be referred 
to t Mexican Senate. It is not bo- 
lieved that the hostiles, who had retreated 
across the border two weeks before, stood on 
e line making grimaces at Gen. Crook while 
ewus Organizing force of some 200 Indian 
scouts and a company of soldiers to take up the 
bot trail. The fact is understood to be that 
there were no Indians in sight when be crossea, 
nor were their whergapouts known, If so, the 
Mexican authorities “have distinct power, under 
agreement, to seize Gen. Crook and bis men, 
take their horses and arms of every description 
away from them, and march them back ioto the 
territory of the United States.

THE GRAY EAGLE. 
SKETCH OF GEN. CROOK’S MILITARY CAREER. 
Gen. Crook was appointed from Ohio to the 
Military Academy at West Point July I, 1848, 
and graduated in 1852, and was appointed Bro- 
vet-Second- Lieutenant July, 1832. After serv- 
ing awhile in garrison at Fort Columbus, New 
York, he was sent out to Benicia Barracks, Cal- 
ifornia. He was transterred to Fort Jones, Cal- 
ifornia, where be served until 1855. His princi- 
pal duty while there was escorting the topo- 
graphical party that was making a survey of 
Rogue River. He was on this duty from 1855 to 
1856. March 11, 1856, he was promoted to First- 
Lieutenant, and was in command of the Pitt 
River expedition in 1867. In a skirmish with the 
Indians he was wounded by an arrow. He had 
two other little Indian fghta, one 
the 2d of July, 1857, and the other July 
26 of the same yearn He was transferred 
to Fort Terwataw in the latter part of 1857, and 
in March, 1868, went to Fort Vancouver, Wash- 
ington Territory, where he took part in the 
Yakimo expedition. He was then transferred 
back to Fort Terwataw, where he served until 
1861. In 1861 he was made Captain in the Fourtn 
Infantry and came East, and was assigned @ 
duty in West Virginia. Sept. 17, 1862, be was 
made Colonel of the Thirty-sixth Ohio Volun- 
teers,and was put in command of the Third 
Provisional Brigade. fie participated in the 
action of Lewisburg, W. Va., where he was 
badly wounded. For his gallantry there he was 
made Brigadier-Generél of Volunteers, the 
commission dating Sept. 2, 1862, and brevetted 
Lieutenant-Colonei in regular army. He 
was engaged in the bauile of South Mountain. 
Sept. 14, 1862, and Antietam, Sept. 17, 1862. He 
was then transferred to the Army of the Cum- 
in command of @ division.

RAILWAY WRECKS. 


Through a Bridge Near Joliet. 

Jourer, III., May 2.—[Special.}—Additional 
particulars from the wreck at Du Page River 
bridge on the Rock Island Railroad, eight miles 
west of Joliet, last night, show that, although it 
wasa bad smash- un. no one sustained fatal in- 
juries. The train was a way freignt, and due at 
Joliet at balf-past 8. One of the car-trucks 
broke, derailing the cars, which struck the 
bridge with such force as to break it down, 
and five freight cars and one passen- 
ger coach were precipitated into the river. a 
distance of forty feet.

FIRST NEWS AT SAN FRANCISCO. 
The first news of the disaster was conveyed in 


the following dispatch: 


„ Doxanus, May 25.—A heavy report was 


heard from the steamer Pilot anda large escape 
of steam seen. I think she is blown up. Looks 
as though sunk.” 


A second dispatch came stating that twenty 


passengers were aboard, and as it was believed 
several San Franciscoans were among them the 


excitement throughout the city rapidly quick- 
ened to intensity. 


Notwithstanding every telegraphic effort was 


put forth, no details could be obtained until 
nearly 3 this afternoon. 


PARTICULARS. 
Then the following dispatch was received: 
“ All the forward part of the boat was blown 


away. 


“The after part floated 300 yards and then 


grounded on the west side of the creex. 


“ Two persons were killed, seven wounded, and 


eleven are missing, supposed drowned. 


Mrs. MoNear is missing, but her baby was 


saved. 


“ The wreck is almost inaccessible.” 
The officers of the steamer Donabue reported 


that, when passing Donahue Landing they no- 
ticed the Pilot coming down the creek in mid- 
channel. A few minutes afterwards they saw 
no sign of the incoming steamer. 


The rumor spread that a terrible disaster had 


occurred, and the Chief-Engineer of the Donahue 
is reported as having said he saw the explosion 
or cloud of steam and smoke immediately fol- 
lowing. 


The Donahue drew too much water for naviga- 


tion above her landing levee. Sbe did no go to 
the wreck. 


A message was sent to Petaluma directing 


that a relief train with physicians and nurses 
for the wounded be immediately dispatched to 
Lakeville.

The men 
belong to the Amalgamated Union, which bas 
its headquarters in Pittsburg, and must, of 
course, obey its dictates. This scale of prices 
has been sent to the men from Pittsburg, and is 
based on a 2%-cents-per-pound price for iron, 
whereas our price is now 1.90 cents. The scale is 
similar to what we are now paying, but we could 
not pay it in future without running at a loss.“ 

Would it not be possible to effect a com- 
promise?’ 

“No. The terms are: The scale-price or 
nothing. The men are boundgby cast-iron laws, 
and must fullow the instructions from head- 
quarters, so bat there is nothing left for the 
employers but to either to accept or decline 
We deciine.” 

Ho are the men prepared to stand a shut- 
down?” 

“I cannot say; not too well, I imagine. A few 
months of enforced idieness is generally some- 
thing of a severe trial to the bulk of ordinary 
workmen. We usually employ 2,000 men at Bay 
View, but there are only 1,100 at work now, as 
we had to discharge 900 for want of work. We 
Shall shut down at midnight the 3ist. No, I 
have not been down there myself, but our 
Treasurer, Capt. Clement, who is manager there, 
was here yesterday.“ 

THE GENERAL MANAGER. 

The General Manager of the Nortb-Chicago 
Rolling- Millis Company said: “The strike that 
is movted at Pittsburg, should it take piace, will 
oniy affect our works at Bay View, near Mil- 
waukee, where we make all our bar iron. We 
don’t make any of it here. I can see now that 
only the iron-puddiing interest is concerned in 
the trouble that is said to be brewing. It is pos- 
sible that ail the owners of puddling-mills in 
the country will deem themselves more or less 
igterested in the threatened strike. The stee)- 
rail manufacturers will not be affected in any 
way by it. We are ruuning a force of nearly 
1,000 men, ih two reliefs, twenty-four hours a 
day, at the North Chicago mills, where we are 
making steel raiis exclusively. No differ- 
}ences exist between the men and 

the company in regard to wages. 
We will make no iron rails this year. Our iron- 
rail miils, in which when in operation we work 
about 500 men, and which were shut down last 
year, may not be started up within the next two 

ears. re is no demand for iron rails. They 
ve practically gone out of use. The railroad 
pa ete cannot afford to use them and we 
cahoot afford to manufacture them, because 
there is not enough difference in the cost of pro- 
ducing them and the cost ot producing steel 
rails. I reward a great deal of the talk about 
the trouble over wages between bar- iron manu- 
facturers and their workmen as wild and un- 
calied for. The fact is that the Amaigamated 
Association, through its representatives, con- 
fers on June lof each year with the manufac- 
turers and establishes a scale of prices. 
Amalgamated ation has already presented 
scaies cf prices for year to the manufactur- 
ers, and it is not decided what action will be taken 
dy the latter in the matter. The scale presented 
by our men is the same as last year. I am not 
at liberty to say whether it will be accepted by 
our company or not. The situation is different 
from what it was a year ago. Prices for bar- 
iron are much lower, 80 that there is very little 
profit in manufacturing it. We have declined a 
great many and have very few orders 
now on band unfulfilied. We bave put our- 
selves in shape to close up our Bay View iron- 
mille for two or three months should our work- 
men decide to go out on astrike. Weare in 
Detter condition to stand a strike than they are. 
There must be lower prices for raw material 
and labor, or higher prices for manufactured 
iron. Weare sot figuring on making a profit 
on our steel-raii willis for six months. 
We bave orders that we cannot fill before Sep- 
tember, but as prices of steel rails average 
about $17 per ton lower than last year. you can 
see that there is not much margin left to the 
manufacturer. Iam of the opinion that the 
workmen in the fron-miils of the country will 
make a grave mistake should they go out on a 
strike in June. The condition of the iron trade 
will not warrant the wages they expect, and 1 
can’t see that they will make anything by re- 
maining idle for several months.“

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


ITS REPORTED APPEARANCE IN BHE DIS- 
TRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.— Special. I— The 
reports of the appearance of pleuro- pneumonia 
among the cows of this district cannot fail to 
cause widespread appreheusion in the West. 
The disease has never yet crossed the Allegheny 
Mountains. Those who fave given the subject 
special study say that if it ever does, and gets a 
foothold among the herds of the West, the ex- 
port trade in beef will stop. Dr. Detmers, for- 
merly of Chicago, now investigating cattle dis- 
eases in Texas for the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, says that if the pleuro-pneumonia 
once becomes permaneatiy established west 
of the Alleghenies the result would de 
to reduce the value of Western land very mate- 
rialily. It is scarcely necessary to say that the 
scientists of the Agricultural Department, par- 
ticularly those charged with diseases of animals, 
have been much concerned at the — — tor 
the last two or three days of the outbreak of 
pieuro-pneumonia on adairy farm near Wash- 
ington. It is remembered that the only pleuro- 
pneumonia that bas yePappeared in this coun- 
try has been east of tho Allegheny Mountains, 
and that its ravages ha ve continued the largest 
iu the States contiguous to Wasumgton. Two 
or three years ago the disease was 80 
prevaient in Virginia that the most extreme of 
State-rights Bourbons of that State demanded 
Governomeat intervention, even to the extent of 
enacting a law authorizing Government agents 
to slaughter herds upod private farms witoin 
the State. The investigations which bave thus 
far been made by the agents of the Agricultural 
Department and of the Washington Board of 
Health are much less alarming than the first ro- 


ports. 

Health-Officer Townshend has spent three 
days in making a thorough tour of all the cow- 
Stables in Washington City and County. A 
post-mortem was held yesterday upon the cow 
which died of all the symptoms of pieuro- pneu- 
monia. conducted by Health-Officer Towusbend, 
Dr. Salmon, in charge of the new Veterinary 
Bureau of the Agricultural Department, and 
Drs. Rose and Cowie, two other scientists of the 
bureau. The inouest decided that the cow 
died of ordinary pneumonia. They announce 
for the benetit of families with children 
that, fortunately, when a cow is attacked 
with contagious pleuro-pneumonia, the supply 
ot milk ceases, but ane of the cows who are 
sick continue to give milk. Samples of their 
milk bave been sent to the Awgricultural De- 
partment for analysis. Prof. De Schwadt, the 
chemist, this afternoun announces chat the milk 
seems in each instance pure and healthy, but 
below the standard of richness. Health-Ufficer 
Townsbeud gives it as his opinion that, although 
a number of cows have the pneumonia, it is 
not pleuro- pneumonia, and it is not infectious. 
There is more sickness among the cows than 
usual, he says, vwing to the cold, backward 
season. 

The experimental etation of the Veterinary 
Division of the United States Agricultural De- 
partment, recently established near this city. is 
now completed, and will be formally opened 
this week under the geueraisupervision of Dr. 
D. E. Salmon, one of the most skillful scientific 
veterinarians known in the profession. His 
abundant experience as a scientitic investigator 
entities him to the high distinction which he 
now holds before the country. The sta- 
tion is located about a mile from the 
northeastern boundary of this city. and 
contains about ven acres oF ground, 
which is 1413 adap to the 
uses for which it is designed, and improved vy 
the erection of build fitted up with stats 
for the care of antmals, and di -rooms 
and other conveniences required for — 
experiments and treatment of epidemic 
of domesticated animais.

CANADIAN FISH. 
DIRECTIONS TO THE COLLECTORS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 25.—[Special.]~—The 
Treasury Department is of the opinion that 
fresh fish for immediate consumption are ad- 
mitted in excessive quantities on the Northwest- 
ero frontier, and has issued instructions to col- 
lectors to the following effect:

THERE was a decided boom in our wheat 
market yesterday. The immediate cause 
seems to have been the circulation of an esti- 
mate made by the Northwestern Millers’ As- 
sociation that the winter-wheat crop will be 
95,000,000 bushels short. This was construed 
by some to mean that the total wheat crop of 
the United States in 1883 will not exceed 
375,000,000 bushels, and by others that the ex- 
pected minimum is 410,000,000 bushels. An 
estimate made by the association is regarded 
as of so much value as to warrant consider- 
able anxiety to know what the figures really 
mean. 

“Mr. Seamans, the Secretary of the associ- 
ation, estimates the crop at 372,700,000 bush- 
els, contributed by the wheat-growing States 
as follows:

The news gathered by the agents of capi- 
talists in Chicago seems to point rather 
unanimously to the following conclusions: 
that the winter-wheat crop is irretrievably 
damaged to the extent of fuily one-third, and 
that the spring-wheat crop promises a con- 
siderably larger outturn than that of 1882. 
As the spring-wheat crop is not yet much 
past its seeding time, little can be done be- 
yond guessing at the yield by reference to 
the acreage. There is thus room yet fora 
wide margin of uncertainty in regard 
to our total wheat crop; and yet 
enough is known to justify grave fears 
that our sasplus from the next crop 
will be small in comparison with the wants 
of Europe. There is, however, a moderate 
surplus of the wheat of 1882 in reseryg, espe- 
cially in Ohio and Indiana, farmers in those 
States having been cautious in selling ever 
since last winter set in, and it cannot now 
be said that this reserve will be insufficient 
to tide over for another year. 

Perhaps the gravest part of the news, as 
received hére yesterday, is the statement 
that indications are now much worse than 
those of a week ago, on which the millers 
have based the published estimate of crop 
shortage. 


WIFE-BEATING AND HIGH LICENSE. 
A day or two ago Tux TImnuxx addressed 
a lecture to Mr. Michael C. Quinn, Dem- 
ocratic member of the Legislature from 
Peoria, which we hope he profited by. We 
are sure that he was not able to avoid the 
logic of the conclusion that, as te author of 
the bill providing flogging as a punishment 
for wife-beaters, he is eminently inconsistent 
in opposing the high-license measure, which 
is calculated among other things to abolish 
wife-peating almost.

Tue Trinunr de- 
sires now to emphasize what may have been 
apparent in the previous article—viz.: that 
the lecture addressed directly to Mr. Quinn, 
as the author of the wife-whipping bill, was 
aimed at the same time at every member of 
the Legislature who voted for Quinn’s bill 
and afterwards voted against the reform 
license bill or played obstructionist and thus 
prevented the consideration of the bill. We 
here present the names of the Democratic 
members who supported Quinn’s bill to flog 
men for beating their wives.

Men who are crazy with drink may not be 
deterred from indulging their passions by 
laws which prescribe punishment for vio- 
lence, but if they are prevented as much as 
possible from getting crazy drunk they are 
not likely to beat their wives.. 

Under the high-license system every sa- 
loonkeeper will be an active temperance 
agent so far as he can prevent drunkenn ess 
and avert scandal froin his own place. It is 
clear that wife-beating can be checked more 
effectively by the influences of high license, 
which weeds out irresponsible liquor-dens, 
than by flogging wife-beaters, who, as arule, 
would be saved from punishment by the in- 
jured wives themselves. Hence the conclu- 
sion is warranted that the Democrats who 
voted for Quinn’s bill to flog drunken hus- 
bands, but oppose the license measure Which 
would tend to keep them sober, were either 
insincere in the former course or are dishon- 
est in the latter. As they stand on thé record 
they are shockingly stultified, and shouid 
hang their heads in shame.

THE ENGLISH TENANTS’ ‘COMPENSATION 
BILL. 


The English Tenants’ Compensation bill 
introduced In the British Parliament on the 
10th inst. is a much more worthless measure 
than we have been led to think from the 
cable summary of its provisions. It is per- 
haps one of the lamest attempts at reform 
that has ever been seriously ponsidered by 
any legislative body. As far as can be ascer- 
tained from the confusing description of the 
bill by Mr. Dodson, its putative father, it 
provides for possible compensation for im- 
provements and the limitation of the iaw of 
distress to cases of tenants more than one 
year in arrears. We say possible compensa- 
tion for improvements, for the bill provides 
ample facilities for the landlord to contract 
himself out of lability for all but one class 
of improvement—drainage. 

By the bill improvements are divided into 
three classes: (1) Permanent improve- 
ments, such as irrigation, laying down roads, 
and reclaiming waste lands. To insure com- 
pensation for this class of improvements the 
tenant must have the consent ot the landlord. 
(2) Temporary improvements, such as liming, 
marling, and the application of artificial 
manures, The only compensation which a 
tenant obliged to leave his holding is allowed 
for this class of improvement#is the amount 
of their value to a new tenant. Go that if a 
tenant is obliged to quit at the end of a bad 
season or in dull times he gets absolutely 
nothing. (3) Drainage. This class of im- 
provement can be carried on Withoht the 
consent of the landlord, but only on 
the landlord's refusing to effect such 
improvements himself,. for the cost of 
which he may charge the tenant at the 
rate of 5 per cent per annum on his out- 
lay. The compensation clauses can be made 
inoperative by a harsh landlord, and the biil 
was introduced mainly to protect tenants 
against this class of persons, 

The improvement in the law of distress Is 
insignificant. No man will lend money toa 
tenant to carry on the business of farming so 
long as the landlord has a first lien on the 
farmer’s property after one year’s rent be- 
comes due. 


From th® summary above given it will be 
seen that there are excellent reasons for the 
bitter complaint made in behalt of the Scotch 
and English farmers by Messrs. Howard and 
Barclay at the inadequacy of the bill te the 
circumstances of tne time. 


There is little prospect that the measure 
can be amended in committee, as the Tories 
will oppose amendment, and so many Whig 
landlords will join them that. as the London 
Spectator says, change will be nearly 
. hopeless.” 

In view of the dissatisfaction with which 
the measure has been received by the En- 
glish and Scotch farmers, it may not be 
passed this session. It may be withdrawn 
and a much more radical measure introduced 
next year. 

PROPOSED EMASCULATION OF THE 
GRANGER LAWS. 

A strong lobby of railroad representatives 
are alleged to be at work at Springfield to 
procure the passage of a bill that will in half 
a dozen lines undo the work of years of leg- 
islating and litigating to bring the railroads 
of this State under State control. The mo- 
ment when the Supreme Court of the United 
States has just reaffirmed all the principles 
of the Granger laws and closed the last loop- 
hole through which the roads hoped to 
escape the discipline of the State is ill- 
chosen for such a movement. In another 
column we give the text of the proposed 
measure, with an antidote in the shape of a 
very clear and able opinion from the Attor- 
ney-General of the State. 

The evils of railroad management, against 
which the people have used ali the resources 
of th gislature and the courts in the long 
struggle which has just come to so fortunate 
an issue before the court of last resort, may 
be summed up in two words: unjust dis- 
crimination. We can feel the wind when we 
cannot see it, and the people suffered from 
the discriminations of the railroads between 
persons and places long before they were 
able to tell how it was done or to prove it 
against the corporations. The great trouble 
was that the justice or injustice dt railroad 
charges depended upon the cost of doing the 
business, and the evidence of this was in the 
hands of the roads and out of the reach of 
those who suffered by their acts. 

The first attempts to prevent unjust dis- 
crimination by law were unsuccessful, The 
law passed for that purpose was declared un- 
constitutional. But at last, after repeated 
tinkerings and much judicial inspection, the 
law has been put into such a shape that when 
the railroads charge one man more than an- 
other for a similar service, and complaint is 
made to the Railroad Commissioners, the 
burden of proof to show that the discrimina- 
tion was not “unjust” is thrown upon the 
roads. 

Every word of the phraseology by which 
| this result has been reached has been sub- 
jected to judicial interpretation. Itis thor- 
oughly understood by the courts, the public, 
and the corporations. The law as thus lested> 
works smoothly and to the satisfaction of thie 
public. But it is all to be thrown at if tne

with regard to the roads - just where they 
were before 1871. It would once again be 
impossible to prove unjust discrimination 
against the roads: and indeed it is doubtful 
if after the proposed amendment were made 
any discrimiuation would be illegal, how- 
ever unjust it might be.

State are crippled by the inelastidity and 
rigidity of the present law, and that they 
cannot compete with their rivals in other 
States. We utterly tail see any connec- 
tion whatever between this evil, which the 
Legislature should remedy if it exists, and 
the abolition of the dearly-bought laws to 
enable the people to detect and stop unjust 
discrimination. 

How to administer the railroad laws so as 
to protect the people oh one side and on the 
other not to crib, cabin, and confine the 
roads so as to cripple them is the delicatest 
part of the most ‘delicate problem of the 
modern business world—the regulation of 
the railroads. The cotton manufacturers of 
New England are now before the New York 
Railroad Commission for a revision of rates 
on the ground that if not given lower 
freight their Western markets will be taken 
away from them by the new cotton manu- 
facturers of the South. It is to meet just such 
needs for a margin of shifting adjustment in 
the operation of the laws that Railroad Com- 
missions have been appointed in England, 
Massachusetts, New York, Illinois, and so 
many other communities. We agree with 
Attorney-General McCartney that the power 
of the Illinois Railroad Commissioners 1s 
ample for the purpose of aiding the develop- 
met of the manufactures of this State. 

Still, we would not oppose such an amend- 
ment as the Attorney-General proposes to 
make the powerof the Railroad Commis- 
sioners more distinct, but the passage of 
House Bill 562 is absolutely’ inadmissible. 
We do not believe that any country member 
who voted for such a surrenderof all the 
results of the struggle of years to obtain a 
practical means of fastening charges of un- 
just discrimination on the roads could ever 
again hold an office in this State. The 
farmers would rise against him to a man, and 
the country merchants would help the farm- 
ers down,“ such unfaithful representa- 
tives.

THE POPE’S BULL TO THE IRISH. 

Archbishop Croke, who was summoned to 
Rome by the Pope to explain his action in 
connection with the political affairs of Lre- 
land and the raising of the Parnell testimo- 


‘nial fund, has returned to Limerick, ap- 


parently in a frame of mind different from 
that which he had when he started for the 
interview. In his address at the railroad 
depot the Archbishop expressed the opinion 
that the Pope was solicitous for the welfare 
of the Irish people, because he loved them; 
but he gave utterance to the sentiment with 
the qualifying statement that when the Pope 
understood the situation better the efforts of 
the priesthood and himself would be crowned 
with success, and, meanwhile, it was the 
duty of the people to obey the Vatican. It 
is evident trom this that while the Arch- 
bishop’s views remain unchanged, as a mat- 
ter of policy, or rather of necessity, he will 
obey the Pope’s command, and that the other 
Irish Bishops and priests will render the 
same seeming acquiescence to the Papal de- 
crees, though they do not concern spiritual 
matters, and though in many cases it will 
only amount to lip service. Still, the Pope 
has compelled the Irish priesthood to obey 
his political decrees and to order the laity to 
do the same. 

The general opinion exists in Ireland and 
America among thé Lrish that the Pope was 
influenced by the British Government to 
issue his bull against the Irish agitators, but 
the English Cabinet deny it, as the following 
cablegram shows: 


LONDON, May 24.-—In the House of Commons 
Lord Fitzmaurice, Under foreign Secretary, re- 
plying to a question, said it bad already been 
stated the 19h of March that the Government 
bad never entertained the scheme to establish a 
British resident at Vatican, and Errington 
had not since been in the channel of communi- 
cation between the Foreiga Office and the 
Vatican. Errington received no appointment 
from the Government, and therefore no pay. 
The Pope's circular to the Irish cler “ey. he said 
bad not been issued at the request of the British 
Government. 

Gladstone, replying to Charles Newdegate, 
Conser — said Earl Granvilie’s letter of last 
year refommending Lrrington as a gentieman 
of honor and iateilligence would remain in force 
so long as Errington answered that description. 


It now remains to be seen whether the 
Catholic laity will be as easily silenced as 
the priesthood. The pressure upon them 
cannot be as strong, and yet under Papal or- 
ders if they refuse, outwardly at least, they 
may be threatened with the terrors of ex- 
communication or cut off from the rites and 
privileges of their church. Have the Irish 
people been sufficiently educated? have they 
reached a sufficient degree of personal inde- 
pendeneé in political matters? are they suf- 
ficiently emancipated from Papal domina- 
tion in politics to boldly declare they will 
not obey the proclamations of their spiritual 
head upon matters purely secular, and which 
do not antagonize either their creed or legiti- 
mate church disciplite? While recognizing 
the Pope as the lawfal head of the church 
on earth, and not questioning his spiritual 
authority, have they the courage and in- 
dependence to say to him: “ We will take 
our religion from Rome but not our 
polities; we will obey your spiritual orders 
but not your political dictation’’? 

They have precedents in history for taking 
this stand boldly and successfully. Pope 
Innocent LIL. issued his bull against Magna 
Charta, but the English Barons defied him, 
and the principles of ‘Magna Charta remain 
to the present unquestioned and unimpaired. 
Henry VIII. defied the Pope on a civil 
question and triumphed. Over and over 
again the Pope of Rome has sought to in- 
terfere and dictate in civil affairs, with loss 
to himself and continually increasing until 
now heisshorn of his temporal power. It 
was defiance to Papal dictation in affairs 
of State that made France a Republic and 
emancipated the Italian people. Ireland is 
the only spot left in Europe where the Pope 
can presume to dictate in political mat- 
ters with the expectation of being obeyed. 

The Bishops and clergy will yield obedience 
to the Pope’s orders, Will the Irish laity 
follow their example? if so, then 
they are not yet tted for political 
independence or f-government, and 
should cease any further agitation to obtain 
it, for national self-government and Papal 
dictation are incompatible the one with the 
other. There can be no self-covernment 
where the governing power does not origi- 
nate in the people themselves. Ireland would 
not be governed by its people, nor even by 
its own Bishops and clergy. It would be 
ruled by an Italian priest a thousand miles 
away, who would dictate its policy. The 
„ under such circumstances 
woul be about as geriuine as that of the 
Russian peasantry, who take their politics 
with their religion from Alexander LiL as 
Czar and i head of the Greek Church. Na- 
tonal self-government and political liberty 
are impossible in a country where the church 
can dictate in political matters; and if the 
Irism wish to be free ‘the first steps they 
must take is emancipa tien from the political 
thraldom of Rome. Ireland must be gov- 
erned by Irishmen in Ireland and not from 
Rome. Any other government than this is 
not self-government—any other condition 
than this is not a condition of liberty. 

The Protestants have only a sympathetic 
interest in this struggle. They solved this 
question long ago for themselves, and they 
will watch with curiosity to see if the Uath-

Innocent-look- 
ing provisions to regulate this or that cor- 
poration are found after they have been 
signed to have the effect of doing just the 
opposit of what it was popularly supposed 
they would actomplish. Once in a while 
this snaky legislation will be defeated, as 
happened last winter in Congress to the at- 
tempt to hand over the Texas Pacific land- 
grant to the Southern Pacific, under pretext 
of passing a law to permit the roads to con- 
solidate, 

Itis now discovered that the New York 
Legislature made a surreptitious change in 
the injunction law last session, which will 
not only cripple all the efforts to prevent the 
consummation of tne illegal watering of the 
Western Union stock, but will have far- 
reaching results of the most serious character 
on the rights of the stockholders in corpo- 
rations and on the rights of the public against 
corporations. The law to which we refer 
had the innocent title of An act to amend 
the code of civil procedure, but it is now 
discovered that its first practical effect will 
be to compel the New York Judges to do 
what they have on the merits of the case re- 
peatedly refused to do—dissolve the injunc- 
tion against the payment of dividends on the 
watered Western Union stock. 

The new law revolutionizes the position of 
stockholders in corporations, and makes the 
resistance of citizens to the encroachments 
of corporate power almost out of the ques- 
tion. It provides that the Judges must“ 
vacate an injunction in any case in which 
the defendant gives security that he will pay 
the ultimate damages, excepting only cases 
the wrong against which relief is sought is 
irreparable and incapable of pecuniary 
atonement. In these cases alone is the dis- 
cretionary power of the Judges preserved. 
In all others they must grant the injunction. 

The practical results of this decision will 
appear upon the slightest consideration. It 
is usually a very small minority in a corpo- 
ration that have either the wit or the courage 
tocombat the abuses that are so common. 
In the case of the Western Union issue, for 
instance, there was, we believe, but one 
stockholder out of the thousands in that 
company that wentto the courts to oppose 
what he believed to be a violation of the 
rights of the stockholders and of the duties 
of the corporation to the public. As the law 
now stands, with the change made by the 
last Legislature, this Hampden in the field 


the appearance of the other side with the 
offer of security, not for all the damage to 
be done, but for the damage to be done to 
this one protestant. Thereupon the injunc- 
tion must“ be vacated, and the corporation 
goes on its way to carry outits illegal opera- 
tions at the expense of all the other stock- 
holders. 

Similarly in the case of the New York ele- 
vated railroads. These corporations did the 
greatest damage along the line of their 
tracks, practically almost ruining the proper- 
ty of the people without compensation. 
There was but one citizen of New York who 
had the determination to fight the companies 
from beginning, the late Dr. Caro, who 
died in heat of the battle. He was fight- 
ing not only his own cause, but that of thou- 
sands of others more supine or less intelli- 
gentthan he. Butif at any time he had ob- 
tained an injunction against the companies, 
it would under the new law have been in- 
stantly vacated upon the deposit of security 
in court that Dr. Caro should be made good. 

In brief, the effect of the change will be 
to deprive the public ef the benefit they now 
receive from the self-sacrificing labors of the 
men who take the lead in resisting ag- 
gression. Every one who seeks protection 
from a corporation either as a stockholder or 
one of the public must sue for himself. Liti- 
gations will be multiplied, and countless 
abuses will be submitted to that could be 
easily redressed if the right of injunction 
had not béen ‘so secretly and unjustifiably 
curtailed. Thisis by no means a matter 
local to New York. That city is the seat of 
thousands of millions of corporate property 
in which the people of Chicago and the West 
are large owners. This singular legislation 
introduces a new element of insecurity into 
the value of that kind of property, which 
already has uncertainties enough.

THE POPE’S LETTER. 
TEXT OF THE CIRCULAB TO THE BISHOPS. 
New Tonk. May %.—([Special.}—The full text 

of the circular addressed by the Pope to the 
Irish Bishops in relation to the “Parnell testi- 
mouial fund” was received in this city today. 
It is as follows: 

“ Whatever may be the case as regards Mr. 
Parnell himself and his objects, it is at all events 
proved that mapy of his followers dave on 
many occasions adopted a line of coiduct iu 
open contradiction to the rules laid down 
by the Supreme Pontiff im his letter to 
the Cardinal Archpishop of Dublin, and con- 
tained in the instructions sent to the iriweh Biah- 
ops by this sacred congregatios, and unani- 
mousiy accepted by them at their recent 
meeting at Dublin. It fs true that 
according to these instructions it is 
lawful for the Irish to seek redress for their 
grievances and to strive for their rights; but at- 
ways at the same time obferving the divine 
maxim to seek frst the Kingdom of God 
and His justice; and remembering also that 
it is wicked to further any cause, no matter bow 
just, by illegal means. It is therefore the duty 
of all the clergy, and especially of the 
Bishops, to curb the excited feelings of 
the multitude, and to take every 
opportunity, with timely exhortations, to recall 
them to the justice and moderation which are 
necessary in all things, that so they may not be 
led away by greed of gain to mistake evii for 
good or to place their hopes of public prosperi- 
ty im the shame of criminal acts. Hence 
it follows that it is not permitted to any of the 
clergy to depart from these rules themselves, or 
to take part in or in any way promote move- 
ments inconsistent with prudence and with the 
duty of caiming men's minds. It is certainly 
not forbidden to collect for the _ relief 
of distress in Ireland; but at the same time the 
aforesaid apostolic mandates absolutely con- 
demn such collections as are raised in order to 
inflaine popular passions, and to be used as 
the means of leading mea into rebeilion 
against the laws. Above all things, 
they, the clergy, must bold theiseives 
aloof from such subscriptions when it is plain 
that batred and dissensions are aroused by 
them, that distinguished persons are loaded 
with insults, that never in any way are censures 
pronounced against the crimes and murders 
with which wicked men stain themselves; 
and especially when it is asserted that the 
measure of true patriotism is in propor uon to 
the amount of money given or refused, so as to 
bring the people under the pressure 
of intimidation. In these circumstances 
it must be evident to your Lordships that 
the collection called the “Parnell testimonial 
fund” cannot be approved by this sacred con- 
gregation; and consequently it cannot be tol- 
erated that any ecciesiastic, much iess a Bishop. 
should take any part whatever in recommending 
or promoting it. Meanwhile, we pray God long 
to preserve your Lordships.”

CHILI—PER 
A TREATY OF PEACE SIGNED. 

New York, May 2%.—[Special.]—The State 
Department last night received a cable from 
Minister Logan at Santiago, Chili, stat- 
ing that a treaty of peace had been 
Sigued between Chili and Perv. Gen. 
Igiesias, acting on behalf of the latter country. 
Migister Logan refers toa former dispatch to 
the department as setting forth the substance 
of the treaty of peace. It provides that Tara- 
Daca shall become the territory of Chill. 
Tacna and Arica are to be occupied by 
Qhill for a period of ten rears, at the expiration 
of which time a plebiscite is to determine to 
which country they belong. The nation possess- 
tug them is then to pay to the other $110,000,000. 
This has been the basis of negotiation 
for some time, and the announcement of Minis- 
ter Logan that the terms of peace have been 
agreed upon is received by the State Department 
as ust.

The reilroad across the bridge 
will not probably be in running order before the 
Ist of July. The cars (twenty-four are to be 
used On the railroad) each weigh twenty tons.

ANOTHER BATCH OF TEA SEIZED. 

New York, May 25.—( Special. ]—Assistant-Ap- 
praiser Davies has seed zr packages ot tea on 
account of aduiterations. Thistea was intended 
for consumption in the coal districts of Pennay!- 
vania. Large quantities have been used annu4 
ally. It is known as Chulan Powlang.” Upeu 
examination it was found highly adulterated 
with Chulan berry. Theimpoctera, aware of the 
hopelesness of their case and the justice of the 
Appraiser’s decision, declined to appeal there- 
from, and reshipped the entire lot back to Lon- 
don, whence itcame. Mr. Davies expresses the 
opinion that no more Powlang Chulan will ind 
its way to this market. Mr. Davies thinks that the 
new law rewarding the seizure of teas will prove 
very beneficial, not only to importers but to the 
consumers. latter, it is true, will have to 
pay more for teas, but will be sure of getting a 
pure article, which at present prices they are 
not getting. Numerous importers bave called 
upon the tea examiner and expressed satisfac- 
tion at the new order of things. Although it 
piaces them at some disadvantage, they are 
pertectly willing to codperate with the Govern- 
ment officiais in carrying outthe law. “In my 
interview with the Chicese Minister at Wash- 
ington, a few days since, the Miaister expressed 
his perfect delight,’ said Mr. Davies, “and ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would be the means 
of raising the de of tea in China, and pre- 
veat the exportation of all rubbish.” 


POISONING. 
A MOST MYSTERIOUS CASE. 

New York, May 2 —([Speciai.}—Aa extraor- 
dinary case of wholesale poisoning was reported 
today from No. II Ward street, Paterson, N. J. 
In a small frame house in the rear of the prem- 
ises two persons lay dead trom the effect appar- 
ently of poison, two lay very tll, and two more 
who bad been suffering with symptoms like 
those of the other four were convalescent. The 
house is occupied by Robert McLaren, a biack- 
smith employed in the Rogers Locomotive 
Works. Tub two dead persons were his son 
Jonn, aged 6, and William Black, a 
carpenter, who boarded with the McLarens. 
The sick were Robert McLaren and another 
son. named Thomas; and those wo had recov- 
ered were Mrs. McLaren and athird son. The 
case is a most mysterious one. The general 
supposition is, that the son was contained in 
some beef which the family bad ia a stew for 
dinner on Wednesday. Mrs. McLaren says that 
Wedeesday morning she weat to J. Yunker's 
butcber-sbop, on Marzet street, near Min., and 
bought a portion of a shank of beef, which the 
buteber cut off. As no other cases of poisoning 
are reported from any other part of the 
eity, sit is clear that there could have 
been both the matter with the meat when 
the buteher sold it. She bad her purchase cut 
in two and from one piece made a stew for din- 
ner. Before piacing it on the table she ate a 
few spoonfuis of the broth, but did not eat aay 
of the stew at dinner. All the rest of the family 
and the boarder, Black., partook freely of the 
stew. Very soon after the meal all six persous 
were taken violentiy sick with pains in the

Provisions of the Homestead, Pre-emption, 
Timber-Oulture, and Desert- 
Land Acta. 


The t, causes, and special characteristics 
of the t tide of foreign immigration to this 
country, and particularily to the New North- 
west; the value and influence of this influx of 
foreigners and their treatment during each 
stage of the journey having now been fully re- 
viewed in Tus TRIBUNE articies on immigration, 
the next matter for consideration will be the 
attractions or advantages which the West 
and Northwest present to the immigrant. 
Foremost among these are the liberal pro- 
visions made by the Government for acquiring 
public lands, whereby bundreds of thousands 
of large and fertile farms are offered free or at 
merely nominal prices to such settiers as have 
the pluck to become pioneers of civilizatian on 
the sparsely- populated prairies. These lands 
are being disposed of with wondrous rapidity, 
and improved lands are rapidly increasing in 
value. disposals of public lands for 
the fiscal year 188 amounted to 14,399,166 acres, 
while the total receipts for the same reached 


$8,302,908. 
POURING WESTWARD. 

Immigrants are pouring westward in a mighty 
and uninterrupted stream, a great portiun of 
them being what railroad peopie call * domes- 
tio immigrants—that is. immigrants from the 
Eastern, Southern, and Miadie States; the Gov- 
ernment survey is rapidly progressing; the al- 
leged “wastes,” “deserts,” “swamps,” “bad 
lands,” “ bleak and barren mountains,” etc., are 
now the objective points of the thousands of 
homeseekers; villages and towns are rapidly 
springing up along the railroad lines; and the 
much- quoted Star of Empire” seems to be 
obediently following the instructions of the 
poet—a morning star in the trail of the setting 
sun. 

The Government surveys are progressing at 
the rate of about 50,000,000 acres per annum, or 


— 1,000,000 acres per week. The total area 
of pu lic lands surveyed in the several States 
and Territories from the commencement of 
surveying o tions by the Government until 
the end of the fiscal year 1882 was 

acres. The estimated area unsurveyed is about 
983,000,000, inclusive of Alaska Territory, which 
in itself comprises some 870,000,000 acres. But 
these figures are 60 large as to be almost mean- 
ingiess to ordinary readers. 

DAKOTA.

THE PUBLIC-LAND SYSTEM. 


A brief synopsis of the public-land system, 
and the laws under which these lands can be 
obtained, may be given here. The pu 
are surveyed into a series of lines of townships 
runping north and south, township con- 
sisting of thirty-six sections of 640 acres, or one 
square mile, ea of a town- 
ship therefore, 23,040 ~ acres. Each 
line of townships is called a range, 
the ranges being numbered from east to west. 
and the townships north and south. Each sec- 
tion is divided into quarters of 100 acres each, 
and these again divided into quarters of forty 
acres each. The public lands are divided into 
two great classes, the minimum price of one 
class being $1.25 per acre, and of the other $2 50 
per acre. The latter class consists mainiy of 
alternate sections reserved by the Government 
in land-grants to railroads. Public lands 
are not now plaved in the mar- 
ket subject to purchase for cash, the 
general policy of the Government de ing to hoid 
the lands for actual settiement only. The 
principal laws under which titles can be per- 
fected are the Homestead,” “ mption,”’ 
and “ Timber-cuiture” acts, 


THE HOMESTEAD LAW. 


Under the Homestead law any citizen or in- 
tending citizen of either sex, over the age 
of 21. single or the head of a family, 
may obtain 160 acres of public land free 
by five years’ actual settlement and resi- 
dence thereon. The only payment the settier 
is required to make are the land office, patent, 
and vommission fees, amounting altogther to 
about . of which sum is is paid 
at the time of entry and $8at the endof five 
years when the title is perfected. Up until last 
year the settier was ouly allowed eighty acres 
of the $2.50 land, or land within the railroad lim- 
its, but the law has been so amended that 160 
acres can now be secured. Soldiers and sailors 
who served during the War are allowed to de- 
duct the time of such service—not exceeding 
four years—from the five years’ residence re- 
quired before completion of title—a 
privilege which extends 
or minor orphan children 
those whoif alive could ciaim this allowance. 
After six months’ actual residence and cultiva- 
tion the settier has power to prove up and pur- 
chase the land at the Government prive, instead 
of residing thereon for the remaining four and 
one-balf years required to complete his title. 
This is what is Known as commuting an entry. 
Under this act, therefore, any man, however 
poor, may become the owner of a farm of 160 
acres for $26—a farm which at the end of five 
years should be worth at least $1,000. 
Special provision bas been made for peopie who 
have been unfortunate in business or Durdened 
with debt who wish to start anew, this act ex- 
pressly 2 that no lands obtained under 
the provisions of this chapter shall in any event 
become liabie to the satisfaction of any debts 
contracted prior to the issuing of the patent 
therefor.“ According to recent rulings under 
this law a Man and woman, each having a home- 
stead entry, may pool their rights by marry 
without invalidating either claim. Lands ente 
under this law are exempt from taxation until 
title bas n completed. One person cannot 
relinquish a claim to another: relinquished 
lands revert to the Government. A singie wo- 
mau's rights are unaffected by marriage—seé far 
as this act is concerned—provided the require- 
ments of the law are complied with. A married 
woman making an entry. who has been deserted 
by her husband, will u final proof receive 
the patent in hor ownn notwithstanding the 
husband's return. 

THE PRE-EMPTION LAW. 

Under the Preémption law the settler must 
pay the Government price for the land. The 
maximum amount of each grant is 160 acres. 
‘ro secure this the claimant must firat become 
a resident of the land—by claim-shanty or otb- 
erwise—and within three months after settie- 
ment must file a declaratory statement of the 
facts at the nearest land . For this filing 
he pays $2. He must reside the 
land for at least six months, and withia 
thirty-three months from date of settie- 
ment he must submit final proof of actuai 
residence and 5 y for the 
Mand —$2.50 or $1.25 per acre, a ing to class. 
Any time before the thirty-three months expire 
the settler may convert bis claim inte a home- 
stead by payment of tne homestead fees. 

THE TIMBER-CULTURE ACT. 

Under the Timber-Culture act actual resi- 
dence is not required, and the same amount— 
160 acres—can be secured. The party making 
an entry is required to break or- plow at lens 
five acres the tirst yeur and five more the second 
year. The first tive acres are to be cultivated 
during the second year, and planted with timber 
seeds or cuttings du the third year. The 
second five acres are to cultivated the third 

ear, add similarly planted the fourth year. Not 
ess than 2,700 trees, seeds, or cuttings must be 
pianted on each acre, and at the time of final 
proof there shail be growing not less than 675 
living and thrifty trees to each of the ten acres. 
A tree crop if destroyed one year must be re- 
planted the next. At the expiration of eignt 
years from entry final proof can be made and 
patent obtained. The fees are $id at time of 
entry and $4 at final proof. This land is exempt 
from taxation or execution for eight years.

BIG BUCKEYES. 


Gov. Charles Foster and Other State 
Officers Here on Official Business. 

Quite a party, embracing the State officials of 
Ohio, were in the city yesterday. It consisted of 
a commission appointed hy the Ohio Legislature 
last winter to expend $500.000 in providing ad- 
ditional asylum accommodation for the State, 
and the object of the visit was to exumine into 
and inspect the new cottage system which has 
been introduced at the asylum at Kankakee,with 
a view of introducing it, when the additional 
accommodations for the insane in Odlo are con- 
structed.

Charies Foster, Secretary-of-State James W.

Byers, Secretary of the Board of Charities; 
Judge Austin of Toledo, and Noah H. Swoyne, 
a member of the General Assembly from To- 


ledo and Chairman of the committee that re- 


ported the bill appropriating the money for this 
purpose. 
AT KANKAKER. 

The party left Columbus Thursday afternoon, 
and arriving in Chicago yesterday morning pro- 
ceeded directly to Kankakee, where they were 
received by the authorities in charge of the 
asylum and offered evers}pportunity of study- 
ing the workings of the system.

FIED THAT THE SUPREME COURT DECIs- 
TON AUTHORIZES POLICEMEN TO SERVE 
WARRANTS. 


The full text of the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Cahill case was received in the 


the city police bad no power to serve warrants. 
He reasons this way: 

The decision says that a police officer of the 
City of Chicago is such an officer as is mentioned 
in Sec. MBof the criminal code, which section 
reads as follows: 

Au arrest may be made by an officer or by a 
private person without warrant for a criminal 
offense attempted or committed in bie presence, 
and by an officer when a criminal offense bas in 
fact been committed and be has reasonable 
ground for believing that the person te be ar- 
rested has committed it.“ 

As the facts of the case, as recited in the de- 
Cision, refer to the making of an arrest on m- 
formation and belief of a potice officer, it seems 
quite clear that the Supreme Court construes 
this section as referring to police officers when 
it uses the word officer.” 

Mr. Cameron reasons, further, that the word 
“ officer” being construed to mean police amor 
in Sec. 342 must be construed the same way in 
Sec. 340, on the construction of whieh Judge 
Rogers’ decision hinges. 

Sec. 340 reads: ¶ Duty of officers]. It shall be the 
duty ot every Sheriff, Coroner, Coustabie, and ev- 
ery Marshal. policeman, or other officer of any in- 
corporated city, town, or village having the 
power of a Sheriff or Constable, when any crim- 
inal offense or breaeh of the peace is committed 
or attempted ia his presence, forthwith to ap- 
prehend the offender and bring him before some 
Justice of the Peace, to be dealt with according 
to law; to all riots and unlawful as- 
to keep the peace, and without 

to serve and execute ail warrants, writs, 
— £4 and other process to him lawfully di- 


Judge Rogers says that under this section only 
police officers having constabula wers are 
authorized to serve warrants, an t the po- 
licemen of lackmmg constabulary pow- 
er sinve (he adoption of the pew charter, are not

Mr. Cameron insista, however, that the ward 
Officer in another section of the same chapter 
hu ving n construed to mean police officer, 
this section, relating to the duties of officers, 
must be construed ag applying to police officers, 
— aiothed with constabulary powers or 
not. 

Ma Harrison entered into a long discussion 
with Mr. Cameron on this question. He agrees 
with Mr. Cameron that it would be highly do- 
sirable if the Justices of the Peace could be 
made to accept Mr. Cameron's construction as 
correet. But, on the other hand, be knows that 
the Justices consider Judge Kogers’ decision us 
fmal for the and refuse not only 
to deliver criminal warrants to 
policemen, or to hold persons arreated by ice- 
men on warrants, but even extend the effect of 
the decisioiiun warrants for violations of city 
ordinances. If the Supreme-Court decision re- 
ferred td the same section which Judge Rogers 
construed as fatal to the authority of the police, 
the Mayor thinks it would settle the matter and 
remove all the dimcultles the police have now 
to contend with: but under the circumstances 
be only hopes that the Legisiature will speediiy 
adopt the bill now passed to the third reading 
which confers constabulary powers on the police. 

Mayor Harrison bas, bosever. little doubt that 
the Supreme Court would acknowledge the 
power of the police to serve warrants, even 
should the bill fail to pass, ang intends to ar- 
range for a test cuse at the earliest possibile mo- 
ment. 

Mr. Cameron thinks the Justices should take a 
common-sense view of the question, and not 
care for the decision of Judge Rogers, which ts 
not binding for them, and the soundness of 
which is doubted, according to common report, 
by several of Judge Rogers’ colleagues.

The Friends ta Massachusetts. 

Mr. Hallowell's volume on “ The Quaker In- 
vasion of Massachusetts is an emphatic pro- 
test against the misrepresentations to which the 
Friends have been subjected by historians deal 
ing with the period of their advent into this 
country. Not only does he pronounce the ac- 
counts of their doings as absolutely false, but 
he supplements this by making pew and correct 
history, with thé Quakers themselves as his 
authorities, This is apt to at once arouse a pro- 
test, for the statements of accused people are 
not the best evidence in the world as to their 
innocence, and must always be accepted with 

,caution. At the same time it must be remem- 
bered that the writers of the seventeenth cent- 
ury in the American Colontes were bigoted re- 
ligionists, who, themselves escaping from per- 
secution, practiced freedom of worship by per- 
secuting ati who differed from them in spir- 
itual matters. The early Puritans were guilty 
of excesses fully equal in darbarity to 
any they had endured, and it was all practiced 
under the mantie of religious zeal. Therefore, 
even if we cannot accept the Quakers as wholly 
impartial witnesses in their own behalf, they 
are entitled to as much credit as the writers of 
„Magnolia.“ “ Hutcebinson Papers,” New Eu- 
gland Judges.“ Sewall's Diary.“ and the like, 
whose statements bave furnished the material 
for the charges against the Quakers brought by 
Dr. Ellis, Mr. Dexter, and other modern writers, 
Mr. Hallowell certainly makes a strong case for 
his clients: and the story of their sufferings and 
trials is a dismal chapter in our early history. 
But it is not an unexpected one, or unnatural, 
considering all the circumstances of that period, 
and the habits, manners. aud customs of the 
people. The Puritans tolerated no dissenters, 
tor thoy as dissenters had themselves found no 
toleration. The minister was their chief magis- 
trate and ruler, in prectice if not in theory; 
and their religion was the controlling influence 
in their lives. The Quakers were stubborn, un- 
yielding, and antagonistic in their teachings to 
tne religious laws of the country to which they 
came. Naturally enough they aroused the 
wrath of thuse whose ideas of liberty and free- 
dom were narrowed by a definition that made 
Haak ge mean “contormity or death.“ and 
allowed no differences of opinion in matters 
theological. The policy of the ministers was 
repression—to stamp out heresies wherever 
found—and that bas always been the doctrine 
when it could be eafurced, The Quakers were 
2 Eveu Mr. H. admits hat Some 
ot prisoners spoke their minds freely to 
their oppressors when Opportunity offered. 
One of them, Mary Prince, it is alleged, saluted 
Endicott, as be passed the gaol on his way to 
church, with such epithets as ‘Vile op- 
— ge and ‘Tyrant,’ and foretoid that the 

rd would smite bim.“ The ministers 
she called “bhbirelings, Baal’s priests,” etc. 
This was not the language used by early mar- 
tyre, and certainly did not aid in winuing sym- 
pathy or gentier treatment. Their oppressors 
were barbarous and cruel; but we are by no 
means convinced by Mr. Hallowelil’s work that 
the Quakers were the meek martyrs he seeks to 
prove them to have been. The age was one of 
intoleranee and persecution: The Quaker de- 
liberately and intentionally put his head into 
the mouth of tne Purican tion, and was dis- 
mayed to find that the jaws were promptly 
closed upoa him! 

Mr. Hallowell's suwmimg-up is rather enthusi- 
astic, but is not without truth: “ early 
Quakers .. . were the pioneers who, by 
their heroic fortitude, patient suffering, and 
persistent devotion, rescued Old Bay Colony 
from the Jaws of tus certalg death to which the 
narrow and mistaken policy of the bigoted and 
sometimes insincere founder bad doomed it. 
They forced them tv abandon pretentious 
claims, to admit strangers without iosulting 
them, to tolerate religious differences, and to 
incorporate into their legislation the spirit of 
liberty which is now the life- blood of our insti- 
tutions.” All of which is respectfully com- 
mended to the writer on this topic in the 
„Memorial Histery of Boston tor his instruc- 
tion and edification,

“The Hammock Series has made itself de- 
servediy popular by the publication of some 
bright light literature with which to while away 
a leisure hour not uaprofitably.

What Milich-Cows May Do. 

The native or common“ cow of this 
country does well H sue yields 2,000 pounds of 
milk per year with common care; with the best 
of feed and care she may give 5.200 pounds 
Under common care and feed the Holland cows 
may be safely expected to yield 4.500 pounds, 
apd with the vest feed and care 7,000 pounds or 
more per year. Supposing tbe ayorage price of 
milk to be but one cent per pound, the yearly 
income from the commun cow woald range from 
$30 Lo $52; from the cow of xed milking type it 
would be from $45 to su. the diference in favor 
of the la ter being from $14.75 to $24.50 per year. 
Io the ten years these cows way be ex oted to 
give milk that amounts to $157.59 to $2 

The above is, however, decidedly an undor- 
statement of the milking capacity of some ou 
bred berds. The Holstein Herd-Book of 18 
gives the record of milk-producdon of several 
Hoisteif® cows which, 4 ry — — Ry.

The total quantity given by the seventeen 
cows was 108,496 pounds, or an average of 
Heron pounds euch per year. The tirst two 
cows iu the list were 8 years old, the others were 
2 years old. The two cows and one heifer 
averaged 14.239 pounds 6 ounces in one year. 
The remaining fourteen of the list averaged 
11,113 pounds 3 ounces. At one ‘cent per pound 
the average tacome from cows of this herd is 
easily asevertained. That these untmals are 
without their like ig shown by the records of the 
Holstein cow Chataugua Girl, 1,177, which gave 
2.400 pounds of miik in June, 1881. June 10 
shegave W pounds of miik. The T-year-oid 
Holstein Zwarte, 2,024, gave 6,869 pounds in 
the four months between April 6 and Zu- 
gust 6 1882, from which SN pounds 
vf butter were made. From April 6 
to Nov. lsbe made 450 pounds of butter. Mr. 
Charles Crapso. of Towa, says that be has in bis 
herd cows giving sixty to seventy-tive pounds of 
milk pec duy, and 2-year-oid beifers whict have 
given forty pounds on grass. Tho 2 year-old 
heifer Nannie Spofford gave in 245 days 8,116 
pounds twelve ounces of milk, au average of 
thirty-three pounds two ounces per day. Kosa 
Bonbeur iu ber Z-year-old form gave in one day 
fifty-eight pounds four ounces of milk; iu one 
month 1,665 138 eight ounces, and in the yerr 
13,411 pounds four ounces of milk. The list 
might be greatly extended, but enough bas been 
shown to prove that the farmers of this country 
may. if they will, keep upon their farms cows 
which will yield euch year, with good care and 
food.

Such experiments have cousiderabie value, 
pot only because they show something of what 
can be done with the common cow, but because 
they serve to encourage the average farmer to 
give hie common or untive cow some of the 
good care and abundant food he would be very 
likely to bestow upon biguly bred and higa- 
priced stock. Upon the whole the scrub or 
% native cow deserves far more credit than she 
has received, for the treatment which has been 
accorded to ber bas certainly not beeu such as 
would encourage any animal in well dom. 


Island of Jeracy Cattle Iaterests. 
The proposal to open the American Jersey 
Cattle Club Herd Register to all cuttie from the 
Island of Jersey meets the approval ot all who 
know that the Island Herd-Bvok is in the bands 
of afew men who have played into the hands 
of the dealers. Au association has been recent- 
ly formed on the island under the name of the 
“Jersey farmers’ Association,” for the purpose 
of promot me the dairy industry of the island. 
The chief object is to develop the butter-pro- 
ducing capacity of their cattle, and to this the 
attention of the members wil! be especially di- 
rected, Capt. Philip Le Brocq is President of 
the association, which bas its ollices.-in St. 
Heliers. 

Many of the best breeders on the island, who 
now see the good sense which led to tue adop- 
tion of the American standard, und that there 
is no use in breeding tor color and for fancy 
points, ure joining the Farmers’ Association, 
which deciares itseif in no wise opposea to the 
herd-book. The purposes of the association. 
properly carried out, will show where the best 
dairy animals in the island are. Butter-rec- 
ord forms are being printed for the farmers. 
The association undertakes to furnish to the 
breeders alithe help it can give in the sale of 
their animais,and any American visiting the 
island with the intention of purchasing can 
have all possible heip and good advice trom the 
association, which will put at his service a but- 
ter-test record which will undoubtedly soon 
show the performances of all the best butter- 
making animals on che island. The association 
will vold periodical cattle fairs, the first to be 
383 inst. Two or three more will be soon

Cultivation of Milking Capacity. 

The development of deep milking capacity is 
the result of artificial training, aided by feed 
and breeding. The starting point can be traced 
to the manipulation of the udder as in hand- 
milking. To produce the best milking animals 
it is essential to have the heifers come in when 
2 years old. If the intention is to produce beef, 
as well as milk, it would be preferabie to have 
them come in at 3 years old. Though wild ani- 
mals are heaithy, vigorous, and generally as 
well fed as in tne domestic state. no extraordi- 
nary production of milk ever occurs. The wild 
cow, like the buffalo, gives milk enough to s@s- 
tain ber youug, and t only fora few months. 
The milking qualities of cattie running wild ina 
few geverations run down, which may be taken 
as proof that hand-milking is not only necessa- 
ry to the development, but is also indispensable 
in sustaining the abnormal secretion of milk. 
As large hp rey of milk depend upon the 
amouut fed, such feed must be properly seiect- 
ed and given at the right time. If more feed is 
given than is necessary to maintain a healthy 
and normal condition, or enough to cause devel- 
opment of flesh, such feed has a tendency to 
choke rather than to increase milk secretion.

Potato Culture. 

There is probably no country, unless it is Ire - 
land, that uses more potatoes than do the north- 
ern and eastern portions of the United States. 
Potatoes form acrop that cannot be raised by 
everybody, their successful culture requiring 
considerabie intelligence ang industry, and the 
selection gf seed is of much more importance 
bow than merily, as years ago nearly all po- 
tato seed was good; but uow at least one-builf 
of the potatoes used for seed are unfit for that 
purpose. When high prices rule growers seil all 
that are marketabie, leaving the poorest to 
plant. Owing to the ravages of the beetle and 
the use of Paris greeu a large proportion of ths 
small potatoes are not matured and“ will not 
produce vigorous plants. A strong application 
of Paris green will often scorch the leaves so se- 
verely as to prevent potatoes almost full grown 
from maturing. Potatoes of medium size, 
slightly green from exposure to the sun, are the 
best for seed. they are lanted as 
taken from the storeroom they will be forced 
into vigor by the richness of the soil. If the 
plant uus a vigorous growth at the start it will 


injury from insects. in regard to cutting and 
preparing seed,important discoveries bave been 
made during the last year. As the germ of each 
eye penetrates to the centre of the tuber, it is 
not advisable to cut through this germ, or 
growth will be weakened. 

Tue best results obtained have been reached 
by cutting potatoes to single eyes and plautiug 
one piece in each hill. One of the principal 
causes of poor crops is to be found iu the plant- 
ing of whole potatoes. Not more than three or 
four of the eyes will growif the whole tuber is 
planted, and the crop contains a larger per- 
centage of unmarketable potatoes. The teud- 
eney tu disease is increased by ag oon which 
lowers the vitality of the plant, therefore the 
overcrowding of plauts in the hill, resulting in 
insufficient nourishment for all, is an evil to be 
avoided. Too much care cannot be used ig the 
seiection for seed of large and vigorous t rs 
free from all signs of disease. A few years of 
such careful selection will do much to improve 
the general potatoe-crop of the country.

Dr. R. B. Crawfora, of Wayne, 
who planted forty-seven bushels of black 
wathute last fall, tels me that Col. Val was paid 
by an Indiana lumberman $3,000 for his ten-acre 
grove. It was ten years old. Col. Van bought 
the land ten yours ago for $1.25 an acre. At the 
ena of ten years he sold it for $300 per acre. If 
he had put in his entire farm of 160 acres into 
black walnuts ten years ago, it would have sold 
for $48,000, This sale, I say, bas set the farmers 
to think vag. Dr. Gatter told me that he had 
ten acres of walnut trees which he bad refused

Road “akiagc aud Tile Draining. 

FAIRFIELD, Ia., May 20.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—I see much said in your paper about road- 
making, and a good deal of stress being laid on 
tile-drainage for roads. Having had a good deal 
of experience in tile-drainage I feel sure that it 
is the best and quickest way to remedy the mat- 
ter. Take away the water and most of our 
roads will need but littie other extra work; at 


least that will be far in advance of our present 
way of road-making. But there is one difiicuity 
I don’t see just how to romedy. it is 
this: In my experience in tile-drainage 1 find 
that wherever willow or cottonwood trees 
are planted near a drain that the roots soon get 
down into the tile and fill them up, and thus ob- 
struct the drains. Now, to retain our shado- 
trees by the roadside, and vet u e tite-draing to 
dry our roads; is the question with me. Can Mr. 
H. W. 8. Cleveland, of Chicago, give us any light 
on this subject? Or verbaps chere ure others 
who bave had a similar experience thatcan give 
us a remedy or tell us just bow far we must keep 
away from trees 80 as to be safe; also, what otb- 
er trees are there the roots of which will run 
down and obstruct the drain? Will the apple, 
the soft maple, the Osage, or the evergreens 
generally planted be as bad as the willow and the 
cotton wood? 

Another thought suggests Itself to me right 
here, and the rains of the last two weeks again 
remtaded meof the fact that we are troubied 
much wore with rains and wet weather during 
the farming season than we were years ago. 
Especially has this been the case for the last six 
or seven years. There seems to be an aimost 
annual complaint of too wet for corn,” and in 
fact it seems to be almost impossible to raise a 
crop of corn of late years on unay of our fat 
lands on accountof wet. Is there a special 
cause for this, or is it merely accidental? Also 
is there any special cause for so many tornadoes 
and wind-storms of late years, and if so what is 
it? These storms und wet seasoas are getting 
to be very common. Who can tell us why?

Notes About Farming. 

A Des Moines, Ia., correspondent says, under 
date of May 21: “Corn comes upsiowly. Much 
must be replanted on account of bad seed or of 
deep planting. The weather is cold and wet, 
and there was quite a frost last night. Oats and 
grass are doing weil; but little winter wheat 
sowed; spring wheat thin and sickly; same with 
regard to rye. Stock is in fine condition; young 
stock is being shipped out, until there is but lit- 
tle left for sale.“ 

A correspondent of the Rural New- Yorker ad- 
vises the use of a two-galion sprinkling-can, with 
a rose-sprinkier on the nozzle, for applying 
paris-green to potato-vines. He puts into the 
cat a little more than a spoonful of paris- 
green, filis with water, stirs the mixture with a 
few strokes, and starts on his work 
of annibilagon. Ten. cents’ worth of paris- 
green is enough for an acre. A _ practical 
farmer near Chicago bus found that applying 
the poison to each alternate row of vines was as 
effectual in ridding the whole fleild of beeties 
us was au application to each row. 


In the necessity which exists this yoar, as it 
did last., for replanting large areas to coro there 
is one of the strongest arguments fur thorough 
tile-drainage. In cold and wet seasons those 
who pliant on loose porous soil find their 
crops making a reasonable growth at times 
when the seed-corn is rotting on wet and coid 
ground. Even when the cern planted upon 
ground where the subsoil is cold and wet does 
not sprout its growth is checked so seriously at 
a time when it should be vigorous, that the 
plant becowes stunted so that it can never re- 
cover the lost time and vigor. All the advan- 
tages by those who have sandy or 
loose soil may be secured by drainiug, and those 
who have well-drained loam or clay soils rest- 
ing on au almost impervious subsoil have cer- 
tainly some advantages over those who have 
sandy lands. 


Prof. C. v. Ruey says that for ordinary practical 
purposes soap and milk are the most available 
substances fur making petroleum emulsions for 
use for destroymmg insects. The Aural New- 
Yorker says that emulsions with milk may be 
made of varying strength, but one of the most 
satisfactory proportions is two parts of refined 
kerosene to one part of sour milk. This must 
be thoroughly churned (mot merely shaken) 
until a butter ts formed which is thoroughly 
stable and will keep indefinitly in closed vessels, 
and may be dilvted ad libitum with water when 
needed for use. The time required to bring the 
butter varies with the temperature, and th 
soap and milk emulsions are facilitated by heat- 
ing the ingredients. Otdinary conde „ milk 
may also be used by theroughly beat in an 
equal or Varying quantity of kerosene. e di- 
luted emulsion when prepared for use should 
be finely sprayed on to the insects to be killed, 
its strength varying for different insects or 
plants, and its effect being enbanced when

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A DANGEROUS BILL. 
illinois Railroads Want to Emas- 
culats the Law Against Un- 
just Discrimination. 


Opinion of Attorney-General MeCart- 
ney as to the Merits of House 
Bill 562. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., May 26.— (Special.] —A 
strung but unobtrusive lobby has been at work 
for some time in Springfield to procure the 
passage of House bill 562. The alleged motive 
of the bill, which is seductively called the Man- 
ufacturers bill, is to enable the railroads of the 
State to make such rates as will develop its 
manufacturing interests. But in order to 
obtain a full understanding of the real 
purpert and effect of the din the 
Hon. Henry Wood, representing the Seventeenth 
District— De Kalb and Kenda!i—addressed a let- 
ter of inquiry to the Attorhey-General, which 
with bis reply is subjoined, It appears froma 
careful perusal of Attorney-General MoCart- 
ney’s opinion that the real effect of the bill, if it 
became law, would be to remove the only prac- 


tical means yet devised to call the railroads to 
account in cases of unjust discrimination. It is 
not now believed the bill has the ghostof a 
chauce to pass. 

Mr. Wood's letter reads: n 

House OF REPRESENTATIVES, SPRINGFIELD, 
III., May 12, 1883.—The Hon. James McCartney, 
Springfeld, 1U.—Dreaa Sin: Wil you bave the 
kindness to give me your opinion as to the Dill 
now before the House kuown as the Manu- 
facturers bil.“ it being Bill 5687 How would it 
alfect the interest of ull classes to substantiaily 
repeal Sec. 3of the present law and substitute 
therefor Sec. 30f the Manufacturers bin? Au 
early auswer is desired. n

The bill to which Mr. Wood refers as amended 
by the House reads as follows: 

Sec. I. Be it enacted by the people of the State of 
illinola, represented in the General Assembly, 
That Sec. 4 of an act entitled, An act to pre- 
vent extortion and unjust discrimination in the 
rates charged for the transportation of passen- 
gers and freigits on the rallroads iu this State, 
and to punish the samo, and prescribe a mode 
ot procedure and rules of evidence ia relation 
thereto, and to repeal an act entitled, Au act to 
prevent unjust discriminations and extortions 
in the rates to be charged by tbe different rail- 
roads in this State for the transportation of 
freight on said roude, approved April 7, 1871 
in force July 1, 1874, be, and is hereby amended 
80 as to read as follows: 

“Seo, 3. No railroad corporauion shal) charge, 
demand, or receive from any person for the 
trausportanon of persous or property, or fur 
any Other service, u greater sum than it shail at 
the same time charge, demand, or receive from 
any other person for a like service from the 
gu me place, or upon like conditions and under 
similiar circumstances, and all concessions of 
rates, drawbacks, und contracts fOr special rates 
shall be opened to and allowed all persons alike, 
upon iike conditions and under similar circum- 
stances.” 

The reply of the Attorney-General to Mr. 
Wood's letter is as follows: 

STATE OF ILLINOIS, ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
OFFICE, SPRINGFIELD, May 14. 1883.—The Hon. 
Henry Wood, Representative Seventeenth District— 
Dan Sik: 1 have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your favor of the 12th inst., ia which 
you ask me to give you my opiuton of the din 
now pending before the House of Representa: 
tives, numbered 562, and kuown as che Manu- 
facturers bill.” 

You ask me how it would affect the interests 
of ali classes to repeal Sec. Zof the preseut law 
and substitute therefor Sec.3 of the Manufact- 
urers bill.“ 

The present law is necessarily a complicated 
one, and requires very close study to thor- 
oughly understand it, and the effect of the pres- 
ent proposed amendment upon it is still more 
ditticult of compreheusion. To explain them 80 
that they may be clearly understood will require 
a lengthy communicadon, but at the risk of 
weuryiug you 1 will attempt a full answer to 
your questions, 

Secs. 12 and 15 ot Art. XL of the Constitu- 
tion of 15) deciared that the Legislature should 
pass laws establishing reasonabic maximum 
charges tor the 4 eh ge - of passengers 
and freight on railroads, and to correct 
abuses and prevent unjust discrimi- 
nation and extoraon in the rates 
fixed in freight and passenger tariffs. 
The jth of April 187l a law was passed and ap- 
proved attempting to carry out this provision 
of the Constitution. It declared, positively, 
that no railroad should charge, collect, or ro- 
ceive more from one person than another for 
the carriage of the same quantity and ciass of 
freight, the same or less distance, over the 
same line of roadin thesame direction, and 
tixed a penalty for a violauon tbereof. 

This law came before (ne Supreme Court for 
the Urst time in January 18% in the case of the 
Chicago & Aiton Railroad Company vs. The Peo- 
ple, reported ia 67 LIL, page 11. 

In t cuse the Supreme Court unanimously 
declared the law of 1871 to be unconstitutional 
and void, and among other reasous for so hoid- 
“4 tho court said t it did not direct its pro- 
hibicdions against unjust discriminations, but 
made all diserimtuadons unlawful, and also be- 
cause it did not give the right of a trial by jury 
as the Constitution required, 

Tuts question of a jury trial is the most im- 

rtant point to cousider in the present case, and 

invite your special atten tion to it. 

If the law deciares that the doing of a cer- 
tain act shall be unjust, there can be no trial 
upon the question as to whetheritis unjust or 
not. The proof of the doing the act is all that 
can be considered, and the law then steps in and 
declares it to be unjust. There cao be no trial 
upon the question of the justice or in- 
justice of the act, as the law has al- 
ready declared it unjust, and that 
question is excluded from the tavestigaivon, and 
the jury cannot consider it. The law, therefore, 
deprives the parties of a jury trial upon that 
question. The constitution did not authorize 
the Legislature to pass laws against “discrimiua- 
tion” in the carriage of freight und passengers, 
but against “unjust discrimination.” The ques- ‘ 
tion as to whetber a discrimiuaWon was or was 
not unjust was. by the Constitution, to be left 
tu the jury. Whether the discrimination was 
just or unjust was the question to be tried, not 
whecber or not a discrimination had been made. 
A law declaring all discrimination unjust took 
from the jury the only question which they were 
authorized to determine, after proof of a dis- 
crimination had been introduced, and there- 
fore deprived the currier of a jury-trial upon 
the question of justice or injustice of any dis- 
crimination shown to have been made. Dis- 
vriminations or differences in the chargos for 
the carriage of freights may be entirely proper 
amd just, dependent upon ditferent circum- 
stances by reason of which the cost of carriage 
in One case may be much greater than in an- 
other, and the Constitution therefore proper- 
ly authorized legislation prohibiting unjust . 
discriminations. law, therefore, de- 
priving the parties of a jury-trial upon 
tke question of the justice or injustice 
of the act would be necessarily uncoustitutional. 
May 2, 1873, following this decision, the Legis- 
lature passed the present law. The law as it now 
is deciares that the charging one person more 
than another for carrying the same quantity and 
class of frvight the same or a less distance sball 
be prima fuoie- evidence of an unjust discrimina- 
tion. Under the common law unjust discriminaa- 
tion was always unlawful, but the prosecution 
Was compelled to prove as a part of their case 
tne injustice of the discrimivation in addidon to 

roviug that a discrimiuation nad been made. 
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he present law changes the common-law rule 
in this respect by shifting the burden of proof 
as to the injustice of the act upon the carrier. 
Making the proof of discriminauon prima-facie 
evidence of * unjust discrimination" casts upon 
the carrier the burden of showiur that it was not 
unjust. The reason why the burden was thus 
shifted in the law of 1873 was because the jus- 
tice or injustice of the charge is at least par- 
tially dependent upon tne cost of the carrisge in 
each case, and the evidence of this cost isin the 
possession of the carrier alone. If the prosecu- 
tion was compelled to make the proof in the tirst 
instance that the charge was unjust, it would 
necessarily fail, as the whole evidence of 
that fact is in the hands of the op- 
posit party.

This law has been very thoroughly discussed 
in and by the State and Federal Courts, and 
these principles well settied. Under the law a 
railroad company when sued for unjust dis- 
crimination may show, when the prosecution 
bas proven that it charged one person more 
than another for similiar services, that it had 
cost more to carry for one than for the other, 
and such proof would acquit it of wrong. Car- 
riers snouid not be heard to complain of this, for 
they always bave it in their power to prove 
their innocence, if they are in fact iunocent. 

House Hill No. 662, however, proposes to strike 
out the section of the present law making a dis- 
crimination in the carriage of freight and pas- 
seugers only paca facie evideoce of unjust dis- 
crimination, d substitutes therefor a pro- 
visioa that requires very careful consideration.

Under the present law, it 
is true. it is left to the judgment of the Com- 
missioners whether or not they will make such 
lower rates in their schedules, but if tne Legis- 
lature wishes the Commissioners to permit this 
discrimination in rates it pay be very easily 
aceomplished by adding to .8 of the law as 
it now stands the following words:

This amendment will cover every object 
legitimately sought by House Bill 562, and will 
leave the taw Intact as settled by ten years of 
laborious aud costly litig ation. 

It may be very doubtful to pass such 
a law as above indicated, as it may be very just- 
ly said to be a law discriminating in favor ot the 
large manufacturer shipper against the 
sinaller—io favor of the rich against the poor. 
But the Legisiature must determine all ques- 
uous of governmental pol for themselves and 
be responsibie therefor. word 11 
in the law concern discriminations in the 
carriage of freight tc susceptible of two diifer- 
eut applications. There are three parties in the 
carriage of all freights—the shipper, the car- 
rier, gud the public. What may be just to ooe 
may very unjust to the others. hile it may 
be just to the large ~ 3 to charge him a less 
sum for the carriage of his treight because it 
has cost the railroad company less to carry it, 
this muy be very unjust to the man who is not 
able to bu or to ship in such large 
quantities. e large manufacturer under the 
reguiadions sought by Biil can receive bis 
raw material at less cost than hig weaker rivul, 
and cup put his manufactured articles in market 
also at less cost. He therefore, bot® in the re- 
ceipt of his raw material and the marketing of 
the manufactured product, has a great advan- 
tage over his rer competitor, and can crush 
him out by selling at a less sum than it has cost 
his competitor and still make a fair profit for 
himself. This being the mevitadle result of a 
law permitting carriers to charge a less sum for 
carrying large quantities thao for small makes 
the passage of such a law of very doubtful 
policy. But as the Legislature are the sole 
judges of the policy of the law this is a matter 
they can determine better than I. My only ob- 
ject in referring to this question is that you may 
see both sides of it, as the question has hereto- 
fore been fully discussed with the Rallroad Com- 
missioners, and while it was always believed 
they had the rightto make the discrimination 
under the present law they neve¢ have deemed 
it advisable to do 80. 

But the addition [have indicated bemg made 
to Sec.3 of the present law would compel the Com- 
missioners to revise their schedules and permit 
the ruilroads to charge less sums for larger 
shipments. There appears to be some misa 
prehension concerning the meaning of a scbed- 
ule made by the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
misstouers. Many persons seem to think that 
railroads are compelled to charge the exact 
sums. and none other, tixed by the UOinmission- 
ers in their schedule. But this is in no manner 
true. A schedule of rates fixed by the Commis- 
sioners is only prima-facie evidence of a rea- 
sonable maximum rate. Ruilroad compenies 
may charge as much below this rate as they 
choose, provided they charge all persons alike 
for similar services. They may even charge as 
inuct as they please above the schedule rates, 
if tbey cau show that such charge is just and all 
are charged alike.. Ia short, railroads may in 
all cases charge such sums for the carriage of 
either freight or passengers as they see fit, pro- 
vided they can show to a jury of the country 
upon the trial of a case against them that the 
charge is a reasonable one and that they have 
not shown favors thereby to one person or place 
over another. The railroad companies are op- 
erating the great highways of the country, ana 
they should operate them in such a way as not 
to — any of the people or interests of the 
country. 


This is all that is sought by the present 
laws against extortion and unjust discrimina- 
tion. It is claimed that if railroads were per- 
mitted to charge less for carrying from compet- 
ing points as from points on the rivers and 
lake, they could deliver lumber and other heavy 
matorials to the farmers and others at less cost. 
This may be true, but when they are allowed to 
carry for cost or less from these competing 
points they must wake up the loss at non-com- 

‘ting points. The result of this would be that 

usluess-men and manufacturers would all 
have fo abandon the non-competing points and 
go tothe places where they could receive their 
raw material and put their mavufactured arti- 
clea into market on an equality with their neigh- 
bors. 4 few large cities would thus be built u 
on our borders, and the iuterior portions of the 
State would be abuudoned, for even the enter- 
prising tarmers would gather nearer the com- 
pot ine poluts for putting the products of cheir 
tarms into the market. believe it to be bad 
political economy as Well as bad governmental 
policy to encourage the gathering of the popu- 
lation of a country into cities. The le of 
the country are more quiet and erly and 
much more easily governed than those of 
cities. All revolutions originate in the 
great cities, and thére spring up 
and flourish the seeds of communism 
and other disturbing doctrines, Let us eacour- 
age the distribution of capital, manufactures, 
railroads, and all otner enterprises as widely as 
possible over the State, and this can only be ac- 
complished by not permitting ca to dis- 
criminate between different points—giving any 
one the advantage over others. 

believe the present law a very just and fair 
one when rightly understood and administered. 
It is said that it does injustice in many cases. 1 
toink it need not do so. If there should be any 
individual cases where a wrong would be done 
by making a certuiu charge for carriage, then a 
discrimination should be wade int case, and 
it would not then be an unjust discrimination. 
This is a flexible law, that is made to suit eacna 
individual case, and should be administered so 
as not toinjureany one, either the shipper or 
the carrier. 

It isclaimed by some that the Rall road and 
Warehouse Commissioners have po power to de- 
termine whether a charge is just or unjust, but 
must order suits to be brought in all cases 
where a discrimination has been made. This is 
not the fact.

Frame,“ to compel the latter, as Auditor of 

Athens County, to fulfill the duties imposed 

upon bim by the passage of the Scott Liquor 

Tax bill, was filed today. It presents the issue 

atetake in the allegation that the law iv whole 

or part is coatrary to the Constitution of the 

United States and the Conustitation of the State 

of Obio in that the statute tends to impair the 

obligation of many contracts existing at the 
time of its passage and continuing to exist. 

The said law creates and provides for a sys- 
tem of licensing the traffic in intoxicating 
liguors forbidden by the Constitution of the 
State of Onio; and moreover the law is a statute 
of a general nature not having a uniform 
operation throughout the State of Ohio. 

All intoxicating liquors are required by law to 
be listed for taxation according to the true 
value, and are subjects of lawful traffic under 
the Constitution of the State ot Onio, and cannot 
be subjectto specie charge or burden under 
pretense of taxing the said businessof seiling 
and vending the same. 

The said tax, +f not otherwise uncons titu- 
tional, is expressly inhibited by theC onstitution 
of the State of Obio as beingia the nature of a 
poil-tax, and is in coatlict with the provisions 
of the Constitution of the United States, whicb 
probibits a State from laying or imposing a tax 
upos the sale of intoxicating liquors imported 
into the State of Ohio iu the original packages 
by the importer. , 

For these and other reasons the defendant did 
refuse, and still refuges, to publish said notice 
as is in the petidion alleged against him. 

The Attorney-General seat copies of the above 
answer to Judge West and ex-Attorney-General 
Little, and it if expected that they will file a de- 
murrer by Monday next.

House Decoration. 

If you have not a book-case, make one, or 
two looks better, if you like to fill up the re- 
cesses each side of the chimney. Any nook 
or a corner will do, though a corner is harder 
to fitup. Havea carpenter make you some 
very smooth shelves and fit them into place 
from the floor only breast high. Do not 
paint or stain them, but rub them roughly 
with oil, except the top one, which should be 
covered with bright cloth. Finish the edge 
of the shelves with a strip of scarlet leather- 
cloth pinked on each edge and fastened on 
with brass-headed nails. Make a pretty cur- 
tain to hang across the frent. It may be of 
dark felt cloth, trimmed across with bright 
bands of cloth-leather stitched on. or of 
crash worked in outline embroidery, or of 
any material or color which will harmonize 
with your carpets or curtains. Hang it 
with brass rings (which you can buy of 
any -unholsterer) on a pole which should 
be fastened in front of ‘the top shelf (we 
forgot to say in its proper place that the top 
Shelf should be nearly two inches wider 
than the others). The pole may be ordered 
with the rings, or you can takea section of 
gas-pipe (or a broom-stick) and gild it: with 
prepared gilding, bought at a paint-shop. To 
support the pole have & carpenter saw you 
out a couple of brackets, with a hole in the 
centre just large enough to admit the pole. 
Fasten your curtain to ‘he rings, put the 
rings on the pole, and the pole through the 
brackets, then screw the latter into place. 
Gild the brackets and screw-heads like tne 
pole. Put plaster busts or other ornaments 
on the top shelf. and you will say you have a 
pretty and useful piece of furniture ata 
slight expense. We saw a lovely curtain for 
this purpose made of olive-colored felt cloth. 
Across the bottom was a deep facing of ma- 
roon cloth, above this were five rows of ordi- 
nary worsted braid in bright color, and 
fastened at each edge with high-colored 
siiksin fancy stitches. About five inches 
from the top of the curtain was another 
cluster of the braids.

First, a really pretty table cover can be 
made something like old-fashioned patch- 
work of either silk or cretonne. The pieces 
ure about, five inches square, seven squares 
each way make the cover. The seams are 
hid by narrow black velvet or braid. This 
may be tacked on with fancy stitehing if one 
likes. The edges are finished in various 
ways; some having a cretonne border of 
roses, etc., or strips of braid of all colors, 
each piece of uviform length, and merely 
hemmed to prevent pulling up or raveling. 
The strips shouid be four or five inches long, 
and make a graceful and pretty finish, 
although anything of the nature of fringe is 
not now as fashionable as plain borders. 
An enterprising dry dealer in 
Newport hit upon the idea of sell- 
ing cretonne pictures in this way. 
Some cretonne representing we 
pretty Watteau scenes was cut 80 eac 
picture was complete, The pieces were about 
a yard wide and three-fourths of a yard long. 
‘These were sold for 25 cents each. Of course 
many bought them without any idea as to 
what they could be used for, but they were 
utilized in various ways. One | tacked 
hers into an ancient gilded frame, and hid 
an ugly but, in winter, very useful fireplace 
with it. Another, much happier idea, was 
to have a very simple frame made of for 
ascreen, the feet alone being stained 
polished.

How Boys’ Marbies Are Made. 
Almost all the marbles ” with which boys 

everywhere amuse themselves in season and 
out Of season, on pavement and in shady 
spots, are made at Oberstein, Germany. 
There are large agate quarries and mills in 
that neighborhood, and the refuse is 
turned to good account in provdiing 
the small stone balls for experts to “knuckle” 
with. The stone is broken into small cubes 
by blows of a light hammer. Thesg small 
blocks of stones are thrown by the shovelful 
into the hopper of a small mill, formed of 
a bedstone, having its surface ooved 
with concentrated furrows; abové this 
is the “runner,” which is of some 
hard wood having a_ level face on 
its lower surface. The upper block 
is made to revolve rapidly, water being de- 
livered upon the grooves of the bedstone 
where the marbles are be rounded. It 
takes about fifteen minutes to finish a bushel 
of good marbles, ready for the boys’ knuck- 
les. One mill will turn out 169,000 marbies 
per week. The very hardest “crackers,” 
as the boy’s call them, are made by a slower
